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At our January meeting Sid told us about an article appearing in the 
Dec. 29/81 issue of the National Enquirer. This article stated that four people 
had been murdered by a UPC, in Parnarama, Brazil. Sid phoned the National Equirer 
in Florida and spoke to Thomas Muldoon, the author of the article, requesting more 
information. Mr. Muldoon said he would send Sid more information - hopefully. Sid 
wrote a letter to Brazil, to the police officer involved in the case, asking for 
more data, if possible. We can only wait to see if Sid's efforts pay off. 

The Dec. 29/81 issue of Toronto Star had an article about a policeman in 
Yorkshire, England who was kidnapped by a UFC. Sid has written a letter to this 
policeman to obtain more information. 

Nick brought to our meeting a video tape of an abduction case which occurred 
in Charleston, South Carolina. Bill Herrmann first witnessed a UFC on November 12, 
1977 and was physically abducted on March 18, 1978. Bill Herrmann took several 
photos of the UPC on November 27, 1977, January 22, 1978 and April U, 198C. Wendelle 
Stevens investigated the case and printed it in a book called ''UFO Contact from 
Reticulum." Nick attended a UFO Convention in June, 1977, in Wisconsin, sponsored 
by Jim Mosley. Wendelle Stevens at that time presented the case to the audience 
and Nick video taped the talk.

This is Herrmann’s 
story of his 1978 abduc¬ 
tion: 

He saw a bell-shaped 
craft hovering in the sl^, 
100 feet above the South

18. Within minutes he was 
taken aboard the shim¬ 
mering silver flying craft 
and came face to face 
with beings from an alien 
world. 

Although it seemed to 
him as if his abductors 
were speaking to him in 
p^ect English, their 
thin, slit-like mouths 
never moved. 

Their skin was 
marshmallow-colored. 
Their large heads 
resembled human 
features — without any 
hair. They were about 4- 
feet-8 and all were dress¬ 
ed in red suede jump 
suits. 

He looked at their 
hands. Their fingers had 
no nails. 

A recc^nized UFO in¬ 
vestigator and professor 
at the University of 
California — Dr. James 
Harder — who put Herr¬ 
mann under hypnotic 
regression to help him 
recall the details of his 
spaceship ride said he 
had ’*no reason to doubt 
he was abducted by a 


UFO.” 

Two doctors who did a 
psychiatric profile of 
Herrmann after his ex¬ 
periences said he was 
mentally stable. 

Herrmann’s 1978 ex¬ 
perience was followed by 
another on April 21,1979. 

He was, he said, in the 
bedroom of his mobile 
home when a ball of light 
appeared. As it was 
fading, Herrmann made 
out a faint object on the 
floor. It was a rec¬ 
tangular bar similar to an 
ingot of metal. 

That was a finding that 
intrigued UFO resear¬ 
chers more than Herr¬ 
mann’s abduction story. 
If, on analysis, the ar- 
tificat which seemingly 
had materialized before 
Herrmann’s eyes could 
be found to be composed 
of materials alien to 
anything known on earth, 
that could be considered 
as evidence of the ar- 
tificat’s extraterrestrial 
origin. 

The metal fragment 
was sent to 
Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology (MIT) in 
Cambridge, Mass., for 


testing. The analysis 
showed the specimen was 
made of a lead alloy — 
not unlike something used 
in lead water pipes or in 
auto batteries. 

Auto Batteries! It was 
not lost on some skeptics 
that Herrmann, now 29, 
worked in an auto repair 
shop. 

But Dr. Walter Walker, 
a Ph.D. in metallurgy 
who also examined the 
Herrmann artifiact, was 
not convinced that it was 
a fraud. 

“Perhaps,” said 
Walker, “the extrater¬ 
restrials use methods 
within our own 
technology and materials 
available on earth and 
therefore their handiwork 
cannot be distinguished 
from ours.” 

The residents of South 
Carolina in the area 
w^ere Herrmann lives 
have reported seeing 
UFOs for several years. 
The place is near major 
electrical transmission 
lines and is believed to be 
on a major geological 
fault.

1 felt absolutely helpless lying there on an examination 
table. Peering down at me were three of the most un¬ 
believable beings I’ve ever seen, about 4Vi feet high, with 
skin like marshmallow. 

Th^lr oval eyes, which had no 
pupils, stared penetratingty at 
me out of their dome-shaped 
heads, which were hairless. I 
knew I was being scrutinized by 
beings from another world ...

Then they took me through a 
sliding door into a smaller area,, 
like a closet, and that’s the last 
thing 1 remember about being 
aboard the UFO. 

I am aware there Is much I 
can’t explain about the ex¬ 
traordinary trip. But I’m telling 
the truth — Just the way it hap¬ 
pened.

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CASH-LANDRUM RADIATION CASE

(Note: This follow-up report is based on a 
presentation to the Sept. 1981 CUFOS 
UFO Conference. The case was initially 
reported in the Apr. 1981 issue, No. 158.) 

The problem of radiation sickness 
caused by UFOs is defined by these 
brief examples: 

October 24, 1887: Venezuelan 

family exposed to a brightly lit 
unidentified flying object (UFO) and 
suffered burns, vomiting, hair loss, 
and extensive swelling. 

May 20, 1967: Canadian prospec¬ 
tor Stephen Michalak encountered a 
landed UFO and suffered burns, 
nausea, vomiting, swelling and an ex¬ 
tended illness. 

October 3, 1973; Missouri truck 
driver exposed to an extremely bright 
UFO, blinded for days, and had vi¬ 
sion impairment for a year. 

These and hundreds of similar in¬ 
cidents indicate that UFOs are 
seriously affecting people. How can 
these people be helped? What can we 
learn about UFOs by studying these 
human effects? 

A small team of engineers, scien¬ 
tists, and medical specialists have 
formed Project VISIT (Vehicle Inter¬ 
nal Systems Investigative Team), to 
be a clearinghouse for all UFO in¬ 
cidents involving medical injury or 
alleged entry into a UFO. VISIT 
members collect and analyze data on 
the physical effects of UFOs on peo¬ 
ple. This scientific and medical data is 
then examined to discover the prob¬ 
able mechanisms of the UFO. 

The latest entry into the VISIT data 
base occurred on December 29, 1980, 
when three Texans encountered a 
UFO and suffered severe medical 
consequences. Betty Cash (51), Vickie 
Landrum (57), and Vickies grandson 
Colby Landrum (7), were driving 
home to Dayton, Texas, on the 
Cleveland-Huffman road just north of 
Lake Houston. It was 9 o'clock at

night and the road was deserted. The 
first indication of something unusual 
was the presence of a very intense 
light several miles ahead just above 
the pine trees. Betty remarked about 
the unusual brightness, but temporar¬ 
ily lost sight of it due to the many 
trees along the road. 

Suddenly, hovering over the road 
only a short distance ahead was an 
enormous diamond shaped object. "It 
was like a diamond of fire," Vickie 
said. The glow was so intense they 
could barely stand to look at it. Vickie 
at first thought it was the fulfillment 
of biblical prophecy and expected 
Jesus to come out of the fire in the 
sky. 

In addition to lighting the whole 
area like daytime, the UFO period¬ 
ically belched flames downward. 
Fearing they would be burned alive 
Betty stopped the 1980 Oldsmobile 
Cutlass without leaving the road. 
They all got out of the car to get a 


better look at the UFO. Colby was 
terrified and dove back into the car, 
begging his grandma to get back in, 
too. Vickie did and comforted Colby. 

Betty stood momentarily by the 
driver's door and then walked for¬ 
ward to the front of the car. After 
much pleading by Vickie, Betty final¬ 
ly returned to the car. The door han¬ 
dle was so hot she used her leather 
coat as a hotpad to open the door. 
Although the winter night air had 
been about 40°F, the heat from the 
UFO caused the witnesses to sweat 
and feel so uncomfortable that they 
turned on the car's air conditioner. 

Each time the object would shoot 
flames downward it would rise. As 
the flames stopped it would drop in 
altitude. The intense glow, however, 
never changed. In addition, the 
threesome heard an irregular beeping 
sound throughout the sighting.

Finally, the flames stopped, the ob¬ 
ject rose to the south-west, and was 
lost from sight. Vickie and Colby 
commented that several helicopters 
could be seen above and beyond the 
UFO. Vickie said with relief, '"we're 
safe and we're sound, but I'm burning 
and it's so hot." 

Betty was directly exposed to the 
object 5 to 10 minutes, Vickie 3 to 5 
minutes, and Colby only a minute or 
so. As Betty raced homeward she 
turned right on FM 2100. Five 
minutes had lapsed and just ahead 
was the UFO and a large number of 
helicopters. "The sky was full of 
helicopters," Betty said. Some were 
near the object and others lagged 
behind. She feared the helicopters 
would collide. They were dazzled as 
they counted more than 20 helicop¬ 
ters. According to Vickie, 'The 
helicopter roar was like a tornado." 

They sped onward towards home, 
turning on to the Huffman-Eastgate 
road, then to FM 1960. By this time 
the object had been in sight, climbing 
into the night sky, for another 5 
minutes. On FM 1960 the threesome 
were going away from the UFO, but 
could still observe it as a diminishing 
bright light for 2 or 3 more minutes. 

Unusual Medical Effects 

Betty dropped Vickie and Colby in 
Dayton and arrived home at 9:05 
p.m. where her friend Wilma was 
waiting. Vickie said as she left the c^r, 
"My head hurts. I'm sick." Betty felt 
even worse. In addition to a terrible 
headache and nausea, her neck began 
to swell and red blotches appeared on 
her face and head. 

December 29th was a turning point 
in the lives of Betty and Vickie. Betty, 
an unusually energetic woman, had 
plans to open a new restaurant. The 
sickness that followed ruined those 
plans. For the next four days Betty's 
health degraded. Her eyes swelled 
closed, the red blotches became 
blisters of clear fluid, and she was 
weak with diarrhea and nausea. The 
headaches never ceased. Because Bet¬ 
ty was unable to function, Vickie was 
afraid she would die and set out to 
locate her doctor.

After a number of telephone calls a 
doctor instructed Vickie to take Betty 
to the hospital emergency room 
where the staff received and treated 
her as a bum patient. Over the next 
several days Betty lost patches of skin 
on her face and about 50 % of her hair 
fell out. 

After 12 days in the hospital Betty 
went home, even though she had 
shown little improvement. Her condi¬ 
tion again degraded to the point 


where she returned to the hospital for 
15 more days. During the weeks that 
followed the incident, Vickie treated 
herself and Colby with baby oil to 
stop the burning of their faces. Their 
stomach pains and diarrhea stopped 
after a couple of weeks but their eyes 
are apparently permanently damaged 
and treatment continues. Colby had 
nightmares for weeks and was ex-

The electromagnetic spectrum is 
divided into groups according to 
wavelengths. X-rays and gamma rays 
have very short wavelengths; ultra¬ 
violet radiation, visible light, and in¬ 
frared have increasingly longer wave¬ 
lengths. Since the regions overlap, an 
exposed person may suffer effects of 
more than one region — x-ray and 
ultraviolet for example.

Exposure to ultraviolet radiation 
can produce photophobia, photo¬ 
phthalmia (arc-eye), edema of the 
eyelids, and erythema of the skin. Ex¬ 
posure to gamma and x-radiation can 
provide a strong general weakness, 
anorexia, nausea, vomiting, apathy, 
severe headache, sleeplessness, and 
dizziness. 

The symptoms provide a clue to 
the type of radiation exposure. The 
degree of illness depends upon the 
type and energy of the radiation, the 


dose, amount of exposure, and a num¬ 
ber of other variables. However, 
there is no type of radiation that is not 
potentially dangerous to the eye. Cer¬ 
tainly most of the listed symptoms 
can be found in the Cash/Landrum in¬ 
cident. 


The Helicopters 

All the witnesses were interrogated 
separately for information about the 
helicopters. They all agreed there 


were at least 20. Illumination from 
the glowing object clearly showed 
details of the helicopters even though 
the night was dark and the moon was 
in the third quarter. At least two dif¬ 
ferent helicopter models were pres¬ 
ent, but they referred also to the one 
large thing amidst the helicopters. 

Through use of helicopter iden¬ 
tification charts one model was clear¬ 
ly identified as the Boeing CH-47

Chinook. Another was identified as 
being similar to the Bell Huey model, 
but not positively identified as such. 

Each of the witnesses not only 
identified the shape and main charac¬ 
teristics of the Chinook, they also 
pointed out details such as the wheels, 
lighting pattern, and sounds. 

Contact with the Houston Interna¬ 
tional Airport FAA representative 
provided the following: 

• 350-400 helicopters operate com¬ 
mercially in the Houston area. 

• All are single rotor types (no 
Chinooks). 

• Helicopter traffic flies Visual 
Flight Rules (VFR), consequently they 
do not contact the tower. 

• Beyond 15 miles from the airport 
they must stay below 1,800 feet. 

• The Houston radar is limited to 
2,000-2,200 feet around Lake 
Houston due to the location of an¬ 
tenna. 

Contact with military installations 
was of little help. Fort Polk, Fort 
Hood, Dallas Naval Air Station, and 
England AFB stated they did not fly 
into the Houston area that evening. 
The unit operating out of Ellington 
AFB in Houston had landed before 
the sighting time. Robert Gray Field 
had 100 helicopters come in from the 
field at one time "(or effect,'' but 
claimed to have avoided the Houston 
area. Hence, no one claims the heli¬ 
copters that filled the Huffman area 
sky that winter night. 


United States if they were prepared 
to relate the nature of objects such as 
the one at Huffman and others where 
public safety is at stake. Betty and 
Vickie have never said the Huffman 
UFO was a flying saucer with little 
green men. They believe it was a 
government-sponsored operation of 
some kind. Others that saw and heard 
the helicopters that evening have the 
same feeling. 

Third, UFO organizations usually 
do not cooperate to the fullest to help 
the witnesses. The Huffman incident 
is an exception. The Mutual UFO 
Network of Seguin, Texas, the Center 
for UFO Studies of Evanston, Illinois, 
and the Aerial Phenomena Research 
Organization of Tucson, Arizona, all 
cooperated in a responsible manner to 


assist the Houston-based Project 
VISIT to conduct the investigation by 
providing consultants, recommenda¬ 
tions, and data pertaining to similar 
cases. Such cooperation is in the best 
interest of all parties involved. 

The investigation continues. The 
future health state of Betty, Vickie, 
and Colby is yet to be determined. 
However, several radiation specialists 
have given freely of their time and 
talents to establish a program of 
rehabilitation and care. Full treatment 
is still lacking because the data on the 
source of the problem, the UFO, is 
still not available.

Conclusion 

This incident clearly points up 
several serious conditions. First, when 
a person is involved in a close en¬ 
counter with a UFO they find it near¬ 
ly impossible to obtain immediate 
assistance. The police, newspapers, 
and even doctors receive their plea 
for help with tongue in cheek. The 
doctors, being unprepared for a 
bizarre account like Betty's, spend a 
lot of time trying to determine what is 
wrong, as a standard treatment 
method has never been defined. 

Second, military organizations 
could better serve the citizens of the 


Project UFOMD — a network of 
doctors to intensively study UFO- 
related injury cases — has been 
organized by radiologist Richard C. 
Niemtzow. Before being called to ac¬ 
tive duty in the Air Force, Dr. Niemt¬ 
zow was active in MUFON and Proj¬ 
ect VISIT in the Houston, Texas, area. 
Doctors in the MUFON network are 
invited to contact Dr. Niemtzow and 
offer their services. 

Over about a 2-year period he 
hopes to investigate and assess a 
minimum of 12 cases dealing with 
medical injuries incurred during UFO 
close encounters, and possibly pro¬ 


duce a catalogue correlating the 
resulting data. Investigators aware of 
such cases are urged to have the 
witness consult a physician of their 
own choice, and Dr. Niemtzow will 
be available as a consultant to the 
primary physician. Clinical and 
laboratory tests should be conducted 
on the witness in each case. 

Interested physicians, including 
doctors working with patients report¬ 
ing UFO-related injuries, should con¬ 
tact Dr. Niemtzow at (707) 446-5050 
or write to him at 532 Merchant St., 
Vacaville, CA 95688.

HAIR GROWS ON BALD HEAD 


J AMES NASO, a 54-year-old New 
Jersey man, is gelling hair on the 
lop of his head for the first time in 30 
years. He’s not recommending his

Dr. John Flcxxl, had 
no medical explanation for the new 
hair and said he couldn't remember a 
case like it.

THE GREAT PYRAMID 
OF ONAN 

A multimillionaire construction company owner has a dream — and 
Egypt’s Great Pyramid is reborn in the American Midwest. 


By Jerome Clark 


J IM ONAN of Zion, III., became a 
believer in the effectiveness of 
pyramid power after he built five 
small pyramids in his house. Having 
heard that food stays unspoiled and ra¬ 
zor blades stay sharp when placed un¬ 
der a pyramid, he conducted his own 
experiments which convinced him that 
such things sometimes happen. But 
that was good enough for him since 
they never happen under anything 
else. In due aiurse he constructed a 


13-foot pyramid and put it in his back¬ 
yard. 

That was just the beginning. Over a 
decade later, in 1980, Onan was half- 
finished with the construction of a 56- 
foot-high pyramid house, with an 85- 
foot-square base and 17,000 square 
feet of living area. He, his wife and 
five children hope to move into it in 
late 1981. The structure, located off 
U.S. Highway 41 near Gurnee, 111., 
will have cost Onan, 42, close to two 
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million dollars. The pyramid will be 
covered with 23-carat gold leaf, just 
as Onan believes the Great Pyramid of 
Cheops was. Onan’s pyramid is one- 
ninth the size of the Cheops pyramid. 

Onan is a quiet, modest man, more 
intuitive than articulate. A successful 
businessman, he heads a construction 
company in Gurnee and has a number 
of real estate investments. Onan him¬ 
self won’t say how much he’s worth 
but a relative who prefers to be identi¬ 
fied only as Cousin Nick claims Onan 
is a millionaire 10 times over. 

Onan is also a dreamer. He “knows” 
things, such as that the Great Pyramid 
was built 40,000 years ago (Egyptolo¬ 
gists say 4500) and the people respon¬ 
sible for it were “different than us.” 
They built the pyramid to protect 
themselves from something, perhaps 
to divert dangerous energies. These 
ancient Egyptians knew all the pyra¬ 
mid secrets and any modern pyramid, 
if it is to work properly, must be built 
to the same scale as that of the Great 
Pyramid. 

Asked how he gets such informa¬ 
tion, Onan shrugs. It Just comes to 
him. He doesn’t read much but he 
thinks a lot. And he has the money 
with which to realize his dreams. 

One of his dreams is to help people. 
A devout Catholic, he already gives a 
good-sized chunk of his annual in¬ 
come to St. Joseph’s Catholic Church 
in Waukegan, where he was once an 
altar boy. The church runs a school, 
most of whose students now are poor 
and members of minority groups. 

But with the pyramid house Onan 
can do a lot more. He can store hun¬ 
dreds of gallons of water in the struc¬ 
ture, “energize” the liquid and give it 


to persons with health problems. With 
luck perhaps he can supply enough 
water for 10,000 persons a day. He in¬ 
tends to leave a part of the building 
open to guests who might be able to 
benefit from a stay inside. 

If all this seems exotic, it isn’t be¬ 
cause there’s anything particularly ex¬ 
otic about Jim Onan’s life. He grew up 
in Waukegan, the youngest of four 
brothers, two of whom, John and Jer¬ 
ry, work with him in his construction 
business. His father worked at the 
American Steel & Wire factory in 
Waukegan and the Onans lived a 
quiet, comfortable, middle-class exis¬ 
tence across the street from St. Jo¬ 
seph’s, whose grade school the boys 
attended. In 1958 Jim started his 
business with little more than a wheel¬ 
barrow and a shovel. Through sheer 
hard work he became, in due course, a 
multimillionaire. 

Having lived his American success 
story, Onan may well end up a minor 
occult legend, although he has no in¬ 
terest in the occult as such. But the 
great pyramid of Onan, already the fo¬ 
cus of national attention, is going to 
bring a lot of people — health-seekers, 
the curious, the skeptical, the crazy — 
to his doorstep. Already Onan has put 
up an electric fence around the prop¬ 
erty and stocked it with guard dogs and 
security personnel. A man-made lake 
will surround the house. When the 
gold leaf is put on, Onan will move 
into the building to provide it with the 
additional security of his presence. 

The pyramid has six floors. The first 
will serve as a four-car garage and also 
as a sort of laboratory in which Onan 
will keep plants and animals to test the 
effects of pyramid power on living

things. The second floor will be a liv¬ 
ing area, the third a sleeping area. 

Onan is reluctant to discuss what he 
plans to do with the fourth and fifth 
Boors. All he will say is that they will 
be reserved for “experimentation” of 
various kinds. 

The sixth floor, at the apex of the 
pyramid, is a “dangerous” spot where 
the energy is so intense, Onan be¬ 
lieves, that it is unsafe to spend any 
but the shortest time possible there. 
Still, he sees possibilities for further 
experimental work. He is especially 
interested in comparing the effects of 
pyramid energy from floor to floor. 

Onan hopes he can get scientists and 
physicians interested in pyramid pow¬ 
er, although right now he’s too busy 
building his house to make any con¬ 
certed effort in this direction. But 
when the time comes, he says he is 
willing to cooperate with any serious 
investigators who might want to do re¬ 
search inside the structure. He wants 
to talk with skeptics, too, to get their 
ideas and suggestions. One day he’ll 


write a book about it all. 

No, he doesn’t think he’s anybody 
special and he certainly doesn’t want 
anyone to see him as a guru. “I’ve got 
my problems, too,” he says. “How can 
I help anyone else with theirs?” If any¬ 
body gets helped, it won’t be because 
of Onan’s powers; it will be because of 
the pyramid’s powers. 

Nonetheless, says Cousin Nick, Jim 
Onan’s most energetic booster, “He's 
being guided. By what we don’t know. 
But something is guiding him.” 

That sort of talk makes Jim uncom¬ 
fortable. 

“Jim Just gets ideas and he acts on 
them,” Jerry Onan says. “I’ve seen it 
happen any number of times. When he 
starts looking at something, things 
start to happen. Things are set in mo¬ 
tion when he gets intense. 

“It isn’t psychic. At least Jim 
doesn’t think it is. It’s Just natural to 
him, instinct, intuition — call it any¬ 
thing you want. I suppose some people 
would call it psychic. But it's Jim. 
That’s Just the way he is.” 


MORE KANGAROOS?

In the Jime, 1981, issue of the newsletter, I inserted an article by Kal Korff 
re the Edward Meier case. Wendelle Stevens wrote the book "UPO Contact from the 
Pleiades”. Kal Korff felt the case was a hoax. In the October, 1981, issue of 
Mufon, Wendelle Stevens replys to Kal's claims. I have attached this reply

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KAL KORFF AND THE “MEIER HOAX”: 
A RESPONSE — Pt. 1 

By Wendelle C. Stevens 


The following comments are in¬ 
tended as rebuttal to accusations 
made in Kal K. Korff's article, 'The 
Meier Incident: The Most Infamous 
Hoax in Ufology/' published in the 
December 1980 issue of MUFON 
UFO Journal. 

Critics such as Korff have the ad¬ 
vantage, in that it takes much more 
space to adequately respond to one- 
line unsupported accusations than it 
takes to make them. One thing which 
puzzles me is the fact that exper¬ 
ienced researchers have allowed a 
relatively immature newcomer to be¬ 
come their collective spokesman in 
this case. Kal Korff raises so many 
misquotes and obviously unsound 
conclusions that I will have to take 
them in the order in which they ap¬ 
pear in his article. 

Korff's first mistake, or deliberate 
distortion, appears in the first five 
lines of his article, "recording over 
3,000 pages of quotes from them'' (Pleia- 
dians). The book he refers to clearly 
says, on page 35 of the First Edition, 
"over 3,000 pages of notes on Mr. 
Meier's phenomenal encounters." 

In the same paragraph, he suggests 
that we have said the rock and metal 
specimens "defy conventional ex¬ 
planation." The correct phrasing in 
our book is, "that, in reference to our 
present technology, was not immediately 
explainable." Nor do we declare, 
anywhere in the book, that all, or 
even any, of Meier's claims are gen¬ 
uine. The closest we came to that was 
on page 43 of the First Edition (page 
45, Second Edition), where we said, 
"This could very well be the first 
authentic evidence-supported case of 
ongoing extraterrestrial contact with 
Earth humanity..." 

In the third paragraph, we are also 
misquoted about Meier's "first ex¬ 
periences with extraterrestrials." 
Again, the quote actually reads, "first 
evidence of a man's ongoing encounters ..." 


We chose to start this book about the 
encounters with the Pleiadian contact 
team at the point where those contacts 
began. Space was our limitation. 

There were no press releases of any 
kind ever indicating that Jim Lorenzen, 
or APRO, "endorsed the book as be¬ 
ing a genuine representation of the 
facts." The statement, furnished in Jim 
Lorenzen's own handwriting, still on 
file at Genesis III Productions, reads, 
"At least the preponderance of 
material is too much for an objective 
mind to ignore in good conscience" 
(signed, Jim Lorenzen). This was used 
on our own pre-publication flyer for 
the book. After the flyer was printed 
and in mailing envelopes, Jim (be¬ 
cause of flak at home) wanted to add 
another line to say that at this time, he 
considered the photographs in the 
category of excellent art, not science. 
We agreed to make the change if he 
wanted to bear the cost of reprinting 
the flyers; he declined, so we retained 
the original statement. 

I am not a one-fourth partner in 
Genesis III Productions, as Korff 
alleges, but I do insist that Meier 
sought no publicity from anyone con¬ 
cerning his experiences. He had 
already survived four assassination at¬ 
tempts by gunfire and certainly didn't 
seek any more attention. He refused 
to accept any money for the material 
he gave me and signed a rights agree¬ 
ment without accepting any money, 
believing that whatever we did in the 
United States would be a long time in 
coming back to him. When I asked 
him about the statement Korff at¬ 
tributes to Wilfried Falk ("that he 
planned to write a book about his ex¬ 
periences as early as 1977"), Meier 
said that Falk asked him if he planned 
to write this up as a book and that his 
reply to Falk was, "Perhaps .. . some 
day." 

In that same paragraph, Korff 
quotes Lorenzen as saying that I 


described Meier as "a sort of person 
who gets great satisfaction out of fool¬ 
ing authorities." That is also complete¬ 
ly untrue. The correct statement, 
which Jim Lorenzen never published, 
is this: "I had mentioned that Meier 
was from a very poor family, and his 
poor clothes and lack of ability to par¬ 
ticipate in events at school, for lack of 
money, set him apart from the other 
boys, and that he was often made the 
butt of pranks, and was frequently 
punished for things he did not do. 
The statement was, 'Meier learned to 
smile inwardly when he had to suffer 
for things he had not done.' " He con¬ 
sidered the inability of the teachers to 
see through the set-up as a deficiency 
on their parts. How Lorenzen, or any¬ 
one else, got the other completely dif¬ 
ferent inference from that, accidental¬ 
ly, is difficult for me to see. 

The book does not say, anywhere, 
that any of the photographs of the 
UFOs are authentic. It says, "Nothing was 
found" to indicate trick photography, 
models, or other suspicious tech¬ 
niques. Nothing was found to indicate 
a hoax. Distance and size measure¬ 
ments are proper in relation to loca¬ 
tion measurements taken by the in¬ 
vestigators and the reported size of 
the craft is appropriate to the calcula¬ 
tions done with computers. Work on 
the photographs is continuing and we 
still have not found any way to 
successfully duplicate them with 
small models. 

We did not say, nor does the book 
imply, that De Anza Systems "did 
some of the analysis." They aren't 
even mentioned anywhere in the 
book. We have stated elsewhere, 
however, that we used De Anza 
Computer Graphics equipment 
because it was the best we had found

for this kind of work. They also had 
the best 'edge identification man in 
the business" working there at the fac¬ 
tory and we consulted him. Wc did 
the testing. We were looking for the 
best equipment available for a model 
laboratory for this particular work, to 
be financed by a production company 
who was then interested in making a 
documentary film on this case. We 
turned in our report, but the project 
was later superceded by something 
else and the lab didn't get funded. 

We have never demonstrated the 
photographs to be authentic. Scien¬ 
tifically, that cannot be done to any 
UFO photograph, short of having the 
ship at hand, with proof of its origin 
(which would also be unprovable, 
without going to its supposed point of 
origin for verification). We said only 
that we have eliminated the possibil¬ 
ity of all known methods of trick 
photography and lab techniques 
known to modern photographic 
science. 

I have no unpublished paper men¬ 
tioning thorough analysis of "several" 
of the Meier photos by Dr. Neil Davis 
of Design Technology in Poway, 
California. I have Neil Davis' written 
report of the analysis of one photo¬ 
graph, which I furnished. The analysis 
was thorough and well done, but it 
didn't prove the photograph authentic. 
It did eliminate many lab tricks and 
hoax techniques. It concluded with a 
statement that, "Nothing was found 
in the examination of the print which 
could cause me to believe that the ob¬ 
ject in the photo is anything other 
than a large object photographed a 
distance from the camera." 

There are actually ten photographs 
of the Swiss Army Mirage jet fighter 
making passes at the UFO, with the 
ship high and low, nearer and farther. 
They are all in a correct sequential 
order. We have only released one. 

There is a total of 23 witnesses to 
the various events described by 
Meier, each participating in some 
way at different times. We have 
taken statements and depositions, 
both written and oral (and on video 
tape), and have especially inter¬ 


viewed six of the main ones on audio 
tape for Psychological Stress Evalua¬ 
tion testing. They were analyzed by 
two different PSE agencies using dif¬ 
ferent equipment and all were found 
to believe the answers they gave to 
the prepared list of questions. Lack of 
space prevented inclusion of these 
data in Volume 1. 

The Pleiadians did not say "that 
they originated from the star system 
of 'the Pleiades.'" They told Meier 
they came here from the direction of 
the constellation we call the Pleiades. 
They have an entirely different name 
for it. The Pleiades are not "only 
some tens of millions of years old." 
Mr. O. Richard Norton, formerly 
director of the Flandreau Planetarium 
at the University of Arizona in Tuc¬ 
son, says that the latest calculations 
show the basic Pleiads are considered 
to be between 500 million and one 
billion years old, still relatively young 
stars, and not old enough to have pro¬ 
duced mature life-bearing planets by 
the same evolution as ours. However, 
if they were helped from outside, 
there are other possibilities. The ques¬ 
tion is still open. The gaseous neb¬ 
ulosity seen around the Pleiades, as 
shown in the book, has been especial¬ 
ly revealed by filters and special ex¬ 
posures. That effect is not clearly visi¬ 
ble to the naked eye. 

As for the quotes from the alien 
cosmonauts, we selected them, not 
Meier, and we selected the ones that 
seemed short enough and appropriate 
to most of the questions being asked, 
the most popular of which is, "Do 
they believe in Jesus Christ?" They do 
not advocate any particular belief. 
They were simply comparing their 
beliefs to ours. 

The quotes attributed to James 
Hurtak have either been copied 
wrong by Korff or Hurtak doesn't 
read German as well as he claims, as 
the aliens contacting Meier said, first 
of all, that they do not count time the 
way we do, and secondly, that if we 
could compare evolutions, it might be 
said that theirs is about 3000 years 
ahead of ours, according to the way 
we count time. The aliens also sug¬ 
gested in another contact that, 
because of the curve of the growth of 


knowledge, we might be able to 
achieve many of their capabilities 
within 300 years of our time, if we 
would sufficiently concentrate the 
energies of our planet. They didn't 
see any possibility of us doing that at 
this time. They observed that we 
can't even get along with each other, 
or nation with nation, very long, and 
that must be overcome before we can 
marshall the resources of the world. 

Korff's next statement is also 
wrong. The book does not claim that 
Meier's camera was jammed for sev¬ 
eral years. This is an assumption made 
by Korff from my own statements 
that Meier's camera was jammed just 
short of the infinity setting, maybe 
l/32nd of an inch on the rotating in¬ 
dex, for most of the photos which 
were taken. What he also failed to 
consider is the fact that all of those 
photos were made over the first fif¬ 
teen months of contacts with the 
aliens. For the first eight months, they 
did not let the secret out of a very 
small group who had only the broken 
camera that could be held and operated by 
Meier with his one hand. He had become 
familiar with it. Also, he never ex¬ 
pected to get a second or third set of 
pictures. He thought each opportuni¬ 
ty would probably be his last one. It 
would have taken weeks to have his 
camera repaired and he had no 
money for such expenses. The re¬ 
mainder of Korff's statement on 
camera optics fails to conform to the 
facts, as anyone with a basic know¬ 
ledge of photography will know. 

The metal samples were actually 
analyzed at three different labora¬ 
tories by three different methods, one 
of which was the analysis done by 
Marcel Vogel. What Korff failed to 
note, or deliberately omitted, is that 
Vogel only analyzed one single specimen 
of metal. My very brief summary in 
the book on Vogel's work with the 
metal specimen was abstracted from 
two hours of videotaped analysis and 
three hours of recorded discussions 
involving dozens of photographs. All 
of this is in Mr. Vogel's own words 
and the tapes are in my possession. 
We did not release anything other

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than the preliminary steps, because 
we agreed that Vogel should be the 
one to release any particular details at 
his own pleasure in his own choice of 
forum. He evidently did not consider 
Korff an appropriate spokesman. 

We should not overlook the fact 
that Marcel Vogel is one of our most 
brilliant scientists who, as a chemist, 
has no peers. He is a senior research 
chemist at IBM's main research labo¬ 
ratory. He pioneered luminescence 
technology, including the develop¬ 
ment of fluorescent and phosphores¬ 
cent products, did major research on 
liquid crystals, optical microscopy, 
magnetic films, etc., and invented the 
"floppy disc" so essential to modem 
electronic technology. He has pio¬ 
neered new experiments in man-plant 
communication and also in energy 
transference using prepared crystals. 
He chose not to share his research 
findings with Kal Korff. 

OMNI magazine arranged for a 
fourth analysis of a specimen of 
metal, to be conducted at MIT. The 
letter carrying the piece of metal for 
analysis took 29 days (First Class 
Mail) to get from Tucson to OMNls 
offices in New York City. Harry 
Lebelson, an assistant editor of the 
magazine, advised me that he person¬ 
ally delivered it to MIT. The scientists 
who received the metal from Lebel¬ 
son later told him that they lost it 
before getting a good look at iti We 
should not forget that MIT is a con¬ 
tract university used by many agen¬ 
cies of the government, including 
various intelligence agencies. Frankly, 
I felt from the beginning that if they 
did find anything interesting, we 
would be the last to know about it. 

We did not connect the great struc¬ 
tures of history to the Pleiades. We 
only reported a few of the connec¬ 
tions which had already been made 
by others. There are, in fact, scores of 
such connections in our files. The ref¬ 
erences were identified with quotes 
from these other sources. Korff seems 
to take special issue with the 
reference to the Devil's Tower in 
Wyoming. Perhaps he is unaware of 
the extensive relationship of UFO 


sightings with this landmark. There is 
even an old report of a UFO landing 
on top of the Tower. It is reported that 
Steven Spielberg's movie company 
had an actual UFO experience there 
while filming scenes for "Close En¬ 
counters of the Third Kind," but that 
he played this down to avoid being 
accused of staging it. 

Korff's facetious references to 
Meier having met Jesus Christ stem 
from a misstatement by Colman von 
Keviczky, whose distorted views 
were acquired during his very limited 
(one day) "investigation" of the Meier 
case. He did not go to the Meier prop¬ 
erty, did not interview any of the cur¬ 
rent witnesses or civil and military 
authorities. He did not check or view 
any of the evidence available at the 
Meier property, only visited one of 
the "contact sites," and did not visit 
any of the photo processing agencies 
that developed Meier's film. 

We have heard and are. more in¬ 
clined to accept for study, some of the 
claims to having flown in the space¬ 
craft and to have traveled in time, but 
these are still only stories unfounded 
in demonstrable fact and we are un¬ 
able to test their validity. We have 
reached no conclusions on such 
stories at this time. 

Korff gives me far too much credit 
when he alleges that I have master¬ 
minded this development for some 
personal reason. 

To summarize our feelings on the 
Korff article, it is our opinion that the 
analysis released by GSW is no more 
than subjective interpretation of 
Polaroid photos of non-specific tests, 
made by Spatial Data Systems from a 
standard catch-all program on file at 
SDS for the testing of all UFO photos 
sent to them by GSW. The results of 
such tests are neither scientific nor 
substantive and it seems obvious that 
Korff does not know the difference. 
(A discussion of the GSW analysis 
will be in Part II, next issue.) 

There is one puzzling thing about 
this article. I have called a number of 
the individuals listed in the acknow¬ 
ledgements and they tell me that they 
did not give Korff the information he 
attributes to them in this article. 
Some, in fact, were quite angry to

I regret that these 
problems seem attributed to me as the 
author.

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KAL KORFF AND THE ^‘MEIER HOAX”: A RESPONSE - Pt. 2

(Part I, in the previous issue, dealt with ac¬ 
cusations and alleged distortions in Korffs 
article in the December 1980 issue, No. 
154. This part concentrates on the GSW 
analysis of the Meier photos.) 

It is essential that a full response be 
given to Korff's lengthy section on 
the role of GSW and their ''computer 
analyses" of the Meier photos. Korff's 
first statement concerning "first 
generation" copies of the photos is 
false. No first generation copies of the 
photos were let out of Meier's hands 
(except those which were stolen from 
him) until March of 1977, when the 
original diapositive of the cover 
photo of our book was released to a 
Munich TV station for a news item 
on the Swiss case. It was returned two 
weeks later. This is one of the photos 
we tested exhaustively. All of the 
original diapositives were taken in to 
have direct positive prints made. 
These became the master prints from 
which Hans Schutzbach made copy 
negatives by shooting the prints again 
on 35mm negative film with a hand¬ 
held camera. These became the file 


negatives from which all subsequent 
prints were made. As the pictures 
Herr Falk sent to GSW were in posi¬ 
tive slide format, they had to be shot 
from either Meier's album or from 
stock prints in Meier's collections, 
both being prints made from Schutz- 
bach's 35mm copy negatives. These 
prints were already four lens-systems 
from the originals. Shooting them on¬ 
to slides again added a fifth lens- 
system. This is the best Falk could 
have had unless he was one of those 
who stole some of the original diapos¬ 
itives. The slides I have seen from this 
lot do not look any closer than fifth 
generation. 

Someone also provided a set of the 
same slides to Colman von Keviczky 
and it may have been the same Herr 
Falk. I have a set of these slides and 
mine are certainly dim and off-color. 
Some are even crops of the originals. 

On the other hand, I have taken 
Meier's remaining original diaposi¬ 
tives to the best custom photo shop in 
Zurich, Photo Kino, and had custom 
internegatives produced in 4" x 5" 
and 7x9 centimeter sizes. This is the

suffered physical and emotional 
trauma during a UFO close en¬ 
counter, which was apparently under 
observation by military helicopters. 

* provided a grant to Ted 
Bloecher/Budd Hopkins/Aphrodite 
Clamar for intensive study of a group 
of witnesses who have reported being 
abducted by alien humanoids. 

* made an award to UFO Interna¬ 
tional Annual Review (UPIAR), the 
first scientific refereed journal 
devoted to the UFO phenomenon, 
Bologna, Italy. 

* funded the writing and prepara¬ 
tion of a carefully researched UFO 
slide/tape presentation for educational 
purposes, to be loaned to schools, 
libraries, and community groups. 

Some of the additional proposals 
now under consideration, for which 


adequate funds are not now available, 
are a computerized data bank study 
of UFO sightings; a study of Spanish 
physical trace cases; a compilation 
and astronomical analysis of pre-1947 
sightings; and an extensive catalogue 
and study of the 1896-97 "airship" 
mystery. The Fund has also alerted 
MUFON investigators to the fact that 
financial aid can be quickly funneled 
to help pay for laboratory analysis or 
clinical tests in promising CE-II or CE- 
III cases involving potentially signifi¬ 
cant physical evidence. The Fund's 
"quick response" effort has a high 
priority, as long as the funds for it are 
available, to help assure that impor¬ 
tant evidence will not be lost due to 
lack of appropriate analysis or testing. 

These are worthy goals to benefit 
all of ufology, but they require the 
support of everyone who wants to 


second lens system from the UFO itself. 
We did all of our testing on four of 
these intemegatives. This is the 
closest to the original that has been 
tested, to our knowledge. We have 
not allowed any of the originals (ex¬ 
cept the cover photo) out of Meier's 
hands for anything. The rest are pro¬ 
tected in safes and will not be pro¬ 
duced until no further testing is possi¬ 
ble on the internegatives and only if a 
serious question remains in doubt 
which only the original could resolve. 
Then that one original may be taken 
by courier to an appropriate testing 
facility for examination in the pres¬ 
ence of the courier, to be immediately 
returned by him to its depository 
upon completion of testing. 

As I have explained in other 
responses to criticisms, the modes of 
computer enhancement are quite spe¬ 
cific and are most productive when 
particularly applied to each separate 
photograph. The "buckshot" treat¬ 
ment of running ten different photos 
in the same program is not much bet¬ 
ter than no test at all.

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When I checked out the GSW 
methods in 1977, I found that GSW 
was sending batches of up to ten 
photos at a time to Spatial Data 
Systems of Goleta, California for pro¬ 
cessing in a program designed for 
them by Dr. Bruce Maccabee. This 
program was the best anywhere up to 
that time and Dr. Maccabee had done 
a good job of designing a program 
where none existed previously. 
Spatial Data charged GSW $80.00 per 
computer hour for operating costs, 
which worked out to $8.00 per photo 
in a batch of ten. For that, GSW got 
four steps — Edge Enhancement, 
Color Contouring, Pixel Distortion 
Test, and Digitization — for each 
photo in the batch. 

This processing was done on the 
plant demonstrator equipment by the 
salesman, who shot a color Polaroid 
print of the video display for GSW, 
which was sent back with the print, 
with no comment. All of the ''analyses'' 
were then done subjectively by GSW 
from those Polaroid prints. 

Perhaps that doesn't sound so bad 
until you talk to a computer program¬ 
mer (and the science is so new that 
even they don't all agree), but they 
state that such tests are only mean¬ 
ingful if they are quite specific. In 
other words, there is considerable 
variation in these steps. For produc¬ 
tive Edge Enhancement, you must 
know what you are enhancing for 
and this is true of the other steps also. 
Each case will be quite different. You 
can Color Contour for many different 
things and you have to be specific if 
you are to get meaningful results. 
This is also true in lesser degree for 
Pixelizing and Digitizing. 

The most important step of all, 
however, is the first step — introduc¬ 
ing the photograph into the com¬ 
puter. Everything else depends on 
this. Spatial Data was using an off-the- 
shelf popular video camera in the 
$1,500 price range to introduce the 
data into their display set-up. They 
didn't even have a light table and no 
filters and lens attachments at all for 
the camera. This alone could have 
negated the results of their testing. 
We used the most expensive camera 


and lens systems at the SPIES Sym¬ 
posium in San Diego, listing at 
$52,000, to introduce our images into 
the storage system. We also used the 
top-of-the-line Hammamatsu micro¬ 
densitometer for digitizing at both 5 
micron and Vi micron sizes for anal¬ 
ysis. We also used their thermo¬ 
luminescence burst-test equipment to 
study possible radiation effects on the 
emulsion crystals in the images. This 
was only the beginning of our anal¬ 
ysis and we failed to find any evi¬ 
dence of fraud or hoax. 

Regarding the GSW analysis; their 
first statement that most of the ten 
analyzed photos are extremely light 
above the UFO image (the image it¬ 
self was washed-out too) should have 
told them that they had many-gener- 
ation copies before them. That this 
would tend to mask any supporting 
structure is true. 

Their second statement — that the 
UFO images are out-of-focus when 
compared to other features of com¬ 
parable distance from the camera — is 
completely misleading. Unless they 
had walked over the photo sites and 
measured the distances, as well as 
marking the apparent position of the 
UFO based on the witness' best 
estimate, they could not possibly 
know what other features were at a 
comparable distance. In most of the 
ten photos they had, there were no 
other features at a comparable 
distance. And it does not indicate that 
the UFO is close to the camera. Those 
opinions are entirely subjective and 
have no basis whatsoever in fact. 

The third statement, that consider¬ 
ing the focal length of the camera, all 
calculations place the UFO at four to 
six feet, is also completely false. 
When I shot photos of a model, in 
focus, filling about 20 % of the width 
of the image frame, as some of those 
in question do, at the mean distance 
of five feet (GSW said four to six 
feet), I got a model UFO measuring 6 
inches in diameter and all other objects 
beyond 10 feet from the camera were bad¬ 
ly out of focus. The titles of books in the 
background were indistinguishable. 
Something is wrong with Korff's 
reasoning. 

The fourth statement, that atmos¬ 


phere effects on distant features in the 
photos are not noticeable on any of 
the UFO images, is also wrong. A 
glance at the facing photos, in se¬ 
quence, on pages 29 and 30 of our 
book, will demonstrate this misinter¬ 
pretation. In Volume II, we will pre¬ 
sent a series of photographs in se¬ 
quence, showing a dark point in the 
distant atmospheric haze as it ap¬ 
proaches and grows larger, frame by 
frame, until it is recognizable as one 
of the craft in the photos tested by 
GSW. 

The fifth statement concerning 
shadows is a strange one, considering 
the fact that the Swiss sky in this 
vicinity is usually white. In a white sky 
such as this, even the trees aren't casting 
any shadows. 

In the sixth statement, we find that 
this handicapped man is supposed to 
have successfully employed three 
types of hoax photography. Let's look 
at these: 

a. Suspended Model — This is 
perhaps the most likely method that 
could be used; however, no one has 
ever found the model or the suspen¬ 
sion rig, nor has anyone ever found 
"the string" in any of the photo¬ 
graphs. And here I specifically refer, 
also, to the very photographs which 
Korff used to illustrate his article. 
Despite the fact that the first photo is 
printed upside down, there is no 
evidence of a suspension line, top or 
bottom, in the photo. This is the same 
object depicted in the second photo, 
which does show "artifacts" (unusual 
lines), but the "string" doesn't start at 
the top of the UFO and it stops halfway 
up. The other "artifact" that crosses 
the middle of the image is conve¬ 
niently ignored by Korff, as are three 
more such "artifacts" exactly like 
these which have been cropped out 
on this photo. They are completely 
outside the image area of the UFO. 
We did not find any of these on our 
examination of the second generation 
internegatives and we had sharp, 
clear, dense images to work with. We 
advised our colleagues in this research 
of GSW's discovery and they were 
also unable to find such anomalies.

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b. Double Exposure — Now this 
would be difficult indeed. Nearly all 
of Meier's photographs were shot on 
36-frame rolls of positive transparen¬ 
cy film and on more than one occa¬ 
sion, he shot more than three rolls of 
film during the UFO event. In some 
of the series of photos, he photo¬ 
graphed the ship above the horizon 
and then descending below the hori¬ 
zon, with the frames in numbered se¬ 
quence. Sometimes there were other 
obstructions in the photographs. To 
successfully shoot 108 frames, in se¬ 
quence, of the UFO image against a 
dark background, then go out and 
shoot a ten or twelve-frame run in se¬ 
quence, with the UFO in proper posi¬ 
tion relative to the new background 
scene, every time, several times in 
succession, without having the image 
get lighter by the second exposure 
and without having it in a position 
where it overlaps something else or 
crosses another line or is mal- 
positioned in flight trajectory in se¬ 
quence as it gets smaller in size going 
away from the photographer — this is 
stretching the point a little! We must 
also remember that while he is suc¬ 
cessfully doing this, more than once, 
he is using a camera that he can't look 
through or change the focus, plus be¬ 
ing one-armed and having to do 
everything with that handicap! 

c. Double Print Method — This ad¬ 
mittedly could be done in a labora¬ 
tory, even a home photo lab, but the 
nearest lab to Meier is 80 kilometers 
away. For him to do it himself is out 
of the question, so he would require 
collaborators. He would need equip¬ 
ment and facilities. He has no equip¬ 
ment and no easy access to any. He 
had no running water in his house, no 
temperature control, bare-bulb elec¬ 
trical power and no darkroom poten¬ 
tial, no available space, no privacy 
and no storage place for equipment to 
keep it unseen. None of the witnesses 
there ever saw any photo processing 
equipment around and no one ever 
saw him using any or any evidence 
that he had used any. There were 
eight people living in the house, all 
potential observers. No photo pro¬ 


cessing chemicals were available near 
him and he would have difficulty go¬ 
ing and coming with chemicals, 
models, equipment or anything else 
on his open moped transportation — 
and he still had a one-arm limitation. 

Of the spacecraft near a tree on 
facing pages 35 and 36 of our book, I 
measured that distance to be 52 yards 
(156 feet) from the camera. By "com¬ 
puter analysis" mentioned by Korff, I 
must assume that this was the one 
made by GSW through Spatial Data 
Systems, which included a color con¬ 
tour treatment on Dr. Maccabee's 
program. This was only a simple 
color-coding program for basic 
separation, in primary colors, of basic 
data, with no definite purpose. This 
photo, not shown by Korff, was pub¬ 
lished in Japan's UFOs and Space 
Magazine. It showed the entire object 
in the same shade of red as the entire tree 
and trees in the picture. Now even an 
untrained eye can see that the top of 
the object is not anywhere near the 
color of the tree, nor is the bottom. 
To get the same color for both means 
that the red was assigned for all 
values in the tree and the UFO. This is no 
analysis. On the other hand, con¬ 
trasting colors could have been as¬ 
signed, one to the shades of brown in 
the tree and the other to the shades of 
blue and gray in the UFO. We would 
then have a different picture entirely. 
When we tried this, we found the 
branches to be in front of the UFO. 
The photographer actually estimated 
the craft in the photo to be about 50 
yards beyond the tree, out over the 
valley, even beyond the top of 
another big tree down the hill that 
looks like a bush at the base of the 
primary tree in this photo. 

I don't know how GSW "inter¬ 
preted" the branches of the primary 
tree to be behind the UFO, since they 
all came out in exactly the same red color 
on the color contouring used by 
GSW. 

That the density (gray value) of the 
shadow bottom of the UFO varies ap¬ 
preciably from features in the tree 
should be expected. They are at dif¬ 
ferent angles to the sun and of com¬ 
pletely different textures. If they did 
not vary, something would be amiss. 


The "double print" explanation for 
such a photo is ridiculous. 

Korff states that "the computer 
digitizing scan of the edges of the 
UFO and foreground features .. . - 
reveals that the UFO is in the same 
plane." First of all, this is fallacious at 
the 5 micron digitizing done by 
Spatial Data Systems. The pixel count 
would probably not vary at all across 
any of the edges in the picture at this 
broad a range. The second implica¬ 
tion, that they are in the same plane 
because of this, is difficult to analyze 
because they don't mention which 
picture they are talking about. 
However, except for the shots with 
the movie camera, or the tripod, or 
the moped in the scene (which are not 
in the ten photos sent to GSW), there 
are no close foreground objects for 
comparison — except trees, and they 
characteristically have a different 
edge from a finished surface. The 
smooth edge of uniform density on 
the UFO is to be expected since it was 
hovering when the photo was made. 

A model of eight inches diameter, 
as suggested, taking up 20% of the 
width of the picture frame as ob¬ 
served, would be seven feet from the 
lens; anything beyond fifteen feet 
would be out of focus at most set¬ 
tings. We do not find this in the 
Meier photographs. 

Korff then goes on to state that all 
these frames can be duplicated with a 
basic camera and darkroom equip¬ 
ment. Von Keviczky stated the same 
thing, yet neither of them have come 
up with even one such photograph. In 
our case, we have a wonderful society 
here where we can obtain everything 
we need in the way of equipment, 
chemicals and facilities. We have run¬ 
ning water, controlled temperatures, 
print dryers, darkrooms, special 
lights, etc., and we have both arms 
and as many confederates as we care 
to work witti. Why haven't they 
duplicated just one of the photos in 
question? 

The statement that the bottom por¬ 
tions of the UFOs are always dark is 
certainly unfounded as may be seen

Interpreting the Bailey Case 


Following the publication of Part I 
of ''Controversial Entity Photos from 
California" in this column (Jan. 1981, 
No. 155) a Pandora's box seemed sud¬ 
denly unlatched. An account of Harri¬ 
son E. Bailey's CE III in a wooded area 
outside Orland Park, Ill., on Sep¬ 
tember 24, 1951 was received favor¬ 
ably by many researchers.^ The case 
did not seem to differ substantially 
from dozens of other CE Ills and CE 
IVs^ which have found their way into 
print in respected journals and 
magazines. 

However, in January 1980 the 
same percipient, now a licensed Bap¬ 
tist minister in Pasadena, California, 
brought forward a dozen Polaroid 

pictures which were purportedly a

by the photographs shown on paAes 
15, 17/18, 19, 37/38, 53, 55 and 58^ 
the book. I suppose that by Korff's 
line of reasoning, these are the 20-30 
foot diameter craft. 

There is no ground shadow visible 
in the picture frame on the cover 
photo of the book because the shot 
was made at 5:30 in the afternoon 
and the sun's low angle would cast it 
completely out of the picture to the 
left, if it were distinguishable at all in 
this white sky. 

The photo sequence of a disc¬ 
shaped craft circling a tree is actually 
reported to have taken place over a 
time estimated to be 3 to 4 minutes. 
The clouds do, in fact, move faster in 
the higher valleys here. The nearest 
weather station is 80 kilometers 
away, in Zurich, in a large valley with 
a big lake, and their weather is com¬ 
pletely different. Clever superimposi¬ 
tion of the objects that are both htlow 
and above the horizon and cross the skyline, 
as suggested by Korff, with no evi¬ 
dence of the skyline showing, would 
be a clever trick indeed! □ 


film record of an alien visitation into 
his home.^ As a consequence, the 
Bailey case became unacceptable to 
some researchers, even though his 
unusual "visitors" seemed to be the 
same creatures whom he had encoun¬ 
tered in 1951 and which had seemed 
to visit him occasionally during the in¬ 
tervening years by means of ex¬ 
periences he thought were vivid 
dreams. 

These researchers seemed unable 
to accept implications of paranormal- 
ity inherent within the visitation as 
described by Bailey, and also per¬ 
manently imprinted on the pictures 
themselves. 

Several serious questions have 
been raised regarding the manner in 
which the case was investigated, 
toward certain hypnotic techniques 
used, in 1977, to elicit details of 
Bailey's apparent abduction ex¬ 
perience within the landed craft in 
1951, and toward Rev. Bailey's 
character and emotional stability. 
These questions took the form of 
editorial comments by my good 
friend and colleague. Editor Richard 
Hall, in the January 1981 issue and 
also in a "Letter to the Editor" by 
Alvin Lawson, Ph.D., whose com¬ 
ments in the April 1981 issue re¬ 
flected the feelings of W.C. McCall, 
M.D. as well. 

I feel obliged to answer all the 
specific questions raised on this case. 
The main problem is lack of space, 
since the questions can only be 
answered by explaining complex 
situations in Rev. Bailey's life. Short 
replies cannot adequately clarify the 
misunderstandings. A good place to 
start, however, is with the comment 
by Editor Dick Hall that, during a 
May 18, 1977 hypnotic session, 

Bailey was repeatedly "prompted and 
was obligingly suggestible" as he 


described an abduction aboard an 
oval craft, examined by two short- 
statured aliens with distorted features, 
and given a message which he was to 
carry back to the U.S. Government 
and to the American people. 

Editor Hall picked out one para¬ 
graph in the 42-page transcript in 
which Dr. McCall, as hypnotist, asks 
Bailey to "use your imagination. I 
want you to imagine you were taken 
aboard." Studying the entire tran¬ 
script, it becomes clear that this par¬ 
ticular technique was employed by 
Bill McCall to try to break through a 
stubborn block, seemingly caused by 
fear of ridicule in Baileys's hypnotical¬ 
ly regressed mind. Several techniques 
had been tried prior to this approach 
during the same session, but had pro¬ 
duced no results. Seeking to clarify 
the situation, I asked R. Leo Sprinkle, 
Ph.D., a pioneer in hypnotic regres¬ 
sion of UFO close encounter wit¬ 
nesses, to give his opinion on the ses¬ 
sion's transcript and received the 
following reply: 

To Whom It May Concern: 

I have been asked by Ann Druffel, 257 
Sycamore Glen, Pasadena, CA 91105, to offer 
my opinion regarding the typescript of an in¬ 
terview with Reverend Harrison Bailey, with 
hypnotic suggestions by Dr. Wm. McCall and 
UFO investigators Dr. Alvin Lawson and Mrs. 
Ann Druffel. 

I am happy to provide my opinion and I am 
willing to respond to specific questions or com¬ 
ments about this statement. 

I have no way of verifying, or even evaluating, 
the information which came out of the hyp¬ 
notic session; however, I believe that Dr. Mc¬ 
Call has done an excellent job in providing sug¬ 
gestions which were acceptable to Reverend 
Bailey, so that Reverend Bailey might explore 
his memories, or impressions, of the exper¬ 
iences which had occurred to him in 1951. In

UFO studies gain 
favor in China

PEKING — More than 200 people saw the “bright 
pearl” in the sky as it slowly desccuoed jver the lake 
for many days. It became bigger ana oigger. fright¬ 
ening them. One scientist, Shei. Kuo. said its light 
was so intense — “like a big fireoaii - ht ouidi- t 
look straight at it but judged its size tiuiu the shadow 
it threw on the ground. 

When Shen wrote about it later he titled his ac¬ 
count: “The Guest from Outside the World.” That 
was 920 years ago. Since then China has been publicly 
unaffected by stories of strange things that fly in the 
air, though similar tales have spawned believers and 
scoffers in the West for decades. But that indifference 
IS changing. 

Now “UFO-logists," as they call themselves, are 
emerging from Tibet to inner Mongolia. Reports of 
new and old sightings of UFOs make it sound like 
China is at the main traffic light between this world 
and numerous others. 

More than 500 reports have come in since the 
“China UFO Research Organization” was estab¬ 
lished last May. Nearly that many professional be¬ 
lievers also have signed up in UFO chapters set up in 
universities throughout China. 

Two UFO magazines are published and letters to 
the editor columns print appeals for public investiga¬ 
tions. The most recent sighting was in Tibet, where 
residents of five cities reported nearly the same UFO 
description: “A bright object surrounded by a ring of 
blue-white light of variable brightness As it moved, 
the center brightened and began rotating uppusiie to 
the movements of its surrounding rings, which began 
to dim and widen at the same time.” 

Later, the New China News Agency reported excit¬ 
edly that an American construction worker witnessed 
a similar unidentified flying object on the same night 
as the one in Tibet. 

“It was round or slightly egg-shaped in the 
center, with well-defined, Satum-Iike rigs,” said the 
American, who was not named but was quoted by the 
UFO Education Center in Valley City, Calif. “The 
ring closest to the craft was an intense biue-white, 
something like hot metal. It was so hot that it just 
turned a purplish color. There was a very thin red 
, outline at the outermost edge of the niigs.”

WASHINGTON — The United Slates and the 
Soviet Union are on the verge of a new military 
technology that could be as momentous in changing 
the nature of warfare as the airplane and atomic 
bomb were in their lime.

Both military superpowers are making progress In 
turning science .fiction’s ‘‘death rays’* — lasers — 
into more than fiction. 

In an underground cavern about 30 miles north of 
Moscow, the Russians are building a laser weapon 
that may already be capable of “blinding** U.S. spy 
satellites. 

AND THE PENTAGON has begun a six-month 
study that could lead to a crash program to build an 
orbiting laser beam capable of destroying Soviet 
intercontinental ballistic missiles minutes after they 
are launched.

Wars’* weapons may actually be the salvation of the 
world. 

In theory, lasers and their, cousins, “particle-

; process. 

At the same time, these weapons could make the 
world’s nuclear arsenals obsolete. 

•THE DEVELOPMENT of beam weapons is even 
more momentous than the development of the atomic 
bomb,** says retired Maj. Gen. George F. Keegan, 
former director of Air Force intelligence. “Its 
implications for the security of the free world in this 
decade are so awesome that they are beyond the 
political comprehension of this government and most 
leaders of the free world.** 

i Supporters of the U.S. beam program claim the 
"basic technology is at hand, although everyone 
involved agrees many technical problems remain to 
be solved. 

There are also many skeptics. 

“It would appear that the actual, as opposed to 
theoretical, utility and effectiveness of these weapons 
are in serious doubt,** says Rep. Joseph Addabo, D- 


N.Y., chairman of the House Defense Appropriations 
subcommittee. 

DURING THE LAST dozen years, the Pentagon 
has spent $1.5 billion on high-energy laser research. 
Intelligence agencies estimate the Soviets have spent 
$5 billion during the same period. 

The Air Force is already flying an experimental 
laser weapon aboard a specially configured KC-135 
aircraft based at Kirkland Air Force Base in New 
Mexico. 

Anti-tank missiles have been shot out of the air by 
an experimental Navy laser in California, and the 
Army has tested a high-energy laser mounted in a 
tracked vehicle similar to a tank. 

Low-power lasers have been used in the military 
for several years, going back to the “sman** bombs 
of the Vietnam War. The gun on the Army’s new XM- 
1 tank, for e.xample, is aimed with a low-energy laser 
beam. i 

HOWEVER, TODAY’S lasers are not weapons 
themselves, but only make conventional weapons 
more accurate. 

Technology now being studied would make the 
laser itself a weapon by generating tremendous 
energy and concentrating it in A narrow beam 
capable of burning a hole in an enemy plane or 
missile. 

Because lasers deliver this energy at the speed of 
light, their power is delivered on the target instantly, 
eliminating the need to compute the lead time to aim 
and shoot a conventional weapon at a fast-moving 
missile or jet. 

But because they are light beams, they are easily 
broken up. 

“The simple fact is they won’t work at aU in fog.** 
said a senior Pentagon official involved in laser 
development. Nor can lasers shoot through smoke or 
dust that is likely to be swirling all over a battlefield. 

THESE PROBLEMS have led Defense Secretary 
Harold Brown to direct the U.S. laser development 
effort to concentrate on space-based w^eapons. In 
space, the beam can travel thousands of miles or 
shoot down through the atmosphere at targets on the 
ground, provided there is no cloud cover. 

Senior defense officials today are looking at high- 
energy lasers primarily as defensive weapons to help 
protect “high-value** targets.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Air 
For(!e*8 push for a revolutionary laser 
weapon turned up a dud In a secret at¬ 
tempt to use hlgh'lntenslty light to de¬ 
stroy a 2,00G'mph missile. It was learned 
Tuesday. 

'The test failed and we don't know 
why," said Col. Bob O'Brien, spokesman 
for the Air Force Systems Command, 
when asked about the airborne experi¬ 
ment over the China Lake, Calif., range 
on Monday. 

Had It succeeded, the effort to destroy 
a supersonic alr-to-air missile with a 
laser beam shot from a special laborato¬ 
ry plane would have marked significant 
progress toward a weapon that would 
drastlcally'change the character of 
. warfare. 

O'Brien said a concentrated beam of 
* light was aimed from a rnodified KC-135 
^ plane at a Sidewinder missile that had 


been fired from an A-7 fighter-bomber. 
The Sidewinder Is used by fighter planes 
In battle against other aircraft. 

O'Brien said scientists are trying to 
evaluate the causes of the failure, posing 
two basic questions: "Did we miss it? 
Or did we hit It and nothing happened?" 

He promised future test efforts, but 
would not speculate on a time frame be¬ 
cause this will depend, he said, on what 
the scientists learn from the failure. 

Ground-based laser test devices of the 
Air Force, Army and Navy have knock¬ 
ed down pilotless drone aircraft, drone 
helicopters and an antitank missile, but 
high-energy lasers never before have 
been used In an effort to kill an air-to-air 
missile from an airplane. 

A successful laser weapon could de¬ 
stroy even a fast-moving target instant¬ 
ly, before the target could take evasive 
action. leaser light can travel one mile In 


the time It takes a supersonic plane 
making twice the speed of sound to 
move one-eighth of an inch. Pentagon 
scientists say. 

A laser weapon system would Include 
both a generator of high-powered light 
and a key control device that would 
focus the beam on a vulnerable spot on 
the target. 

"A successful laser engagement 
occurs only when the beam burns 
through the target's surface and de¬ 
stroys a vital component, such as the 
guidance system, or ignites fuel or a 
warhead," a Pentagon document said. 

"While the energy is delivered instan¬ 
taneously, the laser must dwell on the 
target to destroy It. . . Thus, the beam-, 
control subsystem must hold the beam 
steady on the target almpolnt." 

Scientists say there are considerable 
difficulties in propagating effective high- 


energy laser beams In the atmosphere 
because atmospheric friction tends to 
lower beam Intensity. Also, bad weath¬ 
er, clouds, smoke or other phenomena 
absorb laser-beam energy and effective¬ 
ly limit the range of such weapons. 

Therefore, scientists believe the laser 
weapon would be at Its most effective in . 
the airless vacuum of space and the 
most promising application for such a 
weapoo would be to destroy attacking 
Intercontinental ballistic missiles or hos¬ 
tile satellites. 

Even If research tests are successful, 
scientists say a practical laser weapon 
Is still years away. In space, they say, it 
could at least 10 years before such a 
weapon could be a reality, In part be¬ 
cause of the problems of placing a .suit¬ 
able and large-enough platform for such 
a waa|)on in orbit.

At Holt, 3 5. i3 a scientist for the • 
National Aviation and Space 
Administration. He theorizes that 
within 12 years man might be able 
to travel via **hyperspace’* — as 
Han Solo did In **Star Wars.*’ He 
thinks each area of space has a 
frequency, and that if a vehicle 
could be attuned to the frequency 
of its destination, it could travel 
there. Holt was interviewed by 
Connie Stewart. 

Question: What put this odd 
idea in your head? 

• HoH: .The UFO -phan omena. if 
• UFOs are as they appear to be. if 
they are actually extraterrestrial # 
visitors. The question is. why would 
they come here and how would 
they come here? It didn’t make any , 
.sense^for someone to hover over' 
somebody’s barnyard If it took him 
300 years to get here. So right away 
I determined that, if we are being 
visited, it must be because of very 
short travel times. 

The only way I know of getting 
from another galaxy to this galaxy 
In a very short time is to bypass 
space-time and go into another* 
realm. There you could go much 
faster than the speed of light, 
because you’d no longer be in 
space-time. 

O: You’re talking about time 
as a dimension? 

Ai In a way, yeah. 

<h What you’re telling me Is 
that if UFOs indeed are extrater- • 
restrial visitors, they could be teen¬ 
agers scooping the loop to take a 
look at my barnyard? 

Ai I think it’s a little bit more 
controlled than that. It’s more 
likely to be a scientific expedition 
than to be somebody who decided 
he wanted to visit Earth. With the 
frequency of sightings and the 
different types of beings that are 
seen, you have to assume that if 
these are correct interpretations, 
there are many different civiliza¬ 
tions visiting us. 

Q: In ’‘Star Wars.” when they 
wanted to go to some distant place 
In a hurry, they jumped into 
hyperspace. Is that something like 
your theory? 

. Ai That Is essentially what 
would be done. You’d select an ' 
energy- configuration that has a 
resonance with the location you 
wanted to go, and travel through a 
type of hyperspace, or a higher 
dimensional space 


Oi Would you explain, 
briefly, how this would work? 

Ar By artificially generating a 
certain electromagnetic pattern, 
there should be generated a gravi¬ 
tational field that could nullify the 
earth’s gravitational field. The 
spacecraft would be either at¬ 
tracted or repelled from the earth, 
according to the nature of the 
pattern. *rhat*s one type of propul¬ 
sion system, which would result 

from a breakthrough In our under¬ 
standing of space-time field Inter¬ 
actions. 

The second kind of propulsion 
s ystem is the Field Reson ance 
I ^opulsion System , which is more 

sophisticated. If you generate this 
artificial pattern around a space¬ 
craft, in certain cases it may turn 
out that all the energy patterns 
around that artificial pattern may 
be repelling it. While not in har¬ 
mony with surrounding patterns, it 
may be in harmony with a distant 
pattern. So there’s a type of attrac¬ 
tion, or resonance, established be- 
' tween that artificial pattern and a 
distant space-time pattern which, 
according to the theoretical model, 
results in a Jump from this space- 
time point to the distant one. 

; Tunneling through space-time Is 
another way of looking at it 

Essentially, in this theoretical 
model, time can be viewed as more 
; of an energy flow. It loses most of 
its absolute qualities. 

Qi Could you reach your 
destination before you leave? 

A: I wouldn’t be willing to 
say that at this point. It may be that 
if you’re going to some distant 
place, you have to ask yourself, 
how do I compare the time there 
’ with the time where I was? Since 
you can only work with the speed 
of light in space and time, you 
would have'no way of determining 
exactly what time that clock says 
back there versus the time it says 
where you end up. The only way 
you would know is if you came 
back. Then you could say, well, it 
appeared to take this long to get 
there. I spent so much time there, 
then I came back. 

Q: Would you need a space-\ 
craft to get there, or could you do 
this mentally? 

A: Well, let’s put it this way. 
There’s a lot we don’t know about 
the power of the mind. But for 
now. you would pretty much have 
to rely on the spacecraft. 

Q: Would the shape of the 
spacecraft matter? 

A: I think the shape of the 
spacecraft can be quite Important. 
Elliptical or saucer-shaped would 
be the shapes I’d start out with. I 
hate to use those words because of 
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the connoUtions. But what you’re 
trying to do with the artificial 
energy pattern is overwhelm the 
natural mass energy pattern and 
exist in the material of the space¬ 
craft itself. So a saucer is probably 
best. I don’t think it’s an accident, 
that the UFO phenomena we see: 
are, byandlarge, saucer shap^. - 

Q: Could your theory be used 
for time travel? 

Ai Possibly, in the sense that 
time is going to be an elusive 
factor. For example, we might, go 
to some distant point in the uni¬ 
verse, spend a week there, and 
come back to find we’d only been 
gone 15 minutes. There will be 
unusual time effects. But if you" 
extrapolate too far, you start losing, 
your credibility, so I hesitate to do 
that 

Q: How much will all this 
cost? 

At Well, for an Initial Phase 
A study, I expect it’s going to be 
somewhere between $100,000 and 
$^,000. ’That type of study would 
mean selecting two contractors to 
develop a design for a field physics 
laboratory (which would be needed 
to test this theory). It could cost 
between $50 million and $250 mil¬ 
lion to develop one of those. ’The 
total program (to develop the pro¬ 
pulsion system) could cost $5 bil¬ 
lion. 

If it’s not well funded, we might 
as well not do it at all. Too many 
projects lately have suffered 
greatly from the fact that we’ve 
tried to go with a low-budget 
approach. 

We have a choice. We can 
develop it in the 1980s and use it in 
1990$. Or. we can wait until the 21st 
century, if we’re still here to do it 
I’m wondering how stable we can 
keep things (in the world) over the 
next 20 years without a break¬ 
through in space travel. 

Q: Would you like to be one 
of the first people to travel this 
way? 

At Oh, yeah. I grew up 
during Captain Video and all that 
To be able to have a free rein, 
almost. In terms of where you want 
to go In space and how you get 
there, would be a tremendously 
exciting experience. 













Dr. R. Leo Sprinkle is a psychologist and professor 
of counselling services at the University of Wyoming 
who has been involved in investigating the UFO 
enigma during much of his professional life. He has 
established a reputation for a humanistic and eclectic 
approach, and has concentrated on the reported expe¬ 
riences of those who have had a direct contact with 
the phenomenon as an abductee or contactee, or an 
indirect contact via telepathy. In May 1980 he 
arranged a weekend conference where some seven¬ 
teen of these UFO witnesses gathered in order to 
share their experiences. The collected statements of 
these witnesses, who were encouraged to “compare 
[their] UFO encounters and communications” and to

It has in recent years become increasingly evident 
that there is no distinct boundary between the phy¬ 
sical UFO experience and the psychical UFO experi¬ 
ence: the assumed dichotomy does not in fact exist. 
The reported experiences of these UFO witnesses 
range from abductions into solid craft to receiving 
messages in the head, and whether either is more or 
less “real” than another appears at present impossible 
to establish. Very possibly it is an irrelevant question. 
Dr. Sprinkle believes that by bringing these experi¬ 
ences into the forefront of the UFO debate “a pattern 
of information can emerge which will help us to learn, 
to understand, and to accept, the significance and 
meaning of the UFO experience in the lives of UFO 
contactees.” By ignoring the hardware and concen¬ 
trating on the witnesses* inner experiences. Dr. 
Sprinkle brings a greater humanitarian attitude to the 
problem, an attitude from which ufology must surely 
benefit 

“After 22 years of study and investigation I am con¬ 
vinced that the evidence is overwhelming that some 
UFOs are intelligently controlled vehicles from off the 
Elarth.” These are the words of nuclear physicist 
Stanton T. Friedman who since 1970 has earned his 
living by lecturing and writing about UFOs. Some of

It is surprising that no one before now has thought 
to publish ‘an all-picture survey* of the history of 
UFOs. David C. Knight’s book UFOs: A Pictorial 
History from Antiquity to the Present (McGraw Hill 
Book Company, New York, $12.95, 192 pages) covers 
the subject from ancient astronauts to the 1979 New 
Zealand lights, and there are at least two pictures on 
every spread, sometimes five or six. Long captions 
describe the pictures, and each chapter has a short 
introduction. Not forgotten are bibliography, glossary 


and index. The 10 X 8-inches format allows the photo¬ 
graphs to be well displayed, and the reproductions are 
on the whole quite good, bearing in mind the limita¬ 
tions imposed by the poor quality of most of the origi- 
, nals. How many of the UFO photographs show “true 
' UFOs” as opposed to hoaxed UFOs or IFOs is 
anyone’s guess. But in ufology, as also in other areas of 
“strange phenomena,” photographic evidence poses 
problems. Most photographs are of small, distant 
objects and no detail can be made out, even when big 
enlargements are made. But when close-up photo¬ 
graphs are displayed, with plenty of detail visible, the 
natural reaction of the cautious observer is to proc¬ 
laim these photographs obvious hoaxes! Unfortu¬ 
nately this is what they usually turn out to be, and we 
arc left asking the question: Why, after all these years, 
arc there no convincing close photographs of genuine 
UFOs?
